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The “Times” Digs Up Its Old Bloodv Shirt 

BUT IT WONT INFLUENCE THE NEGRO VOTE 


Some weeks ago The Times de¬ 
voted several columns of space to 
Senator Vardaman's talk of re¬ 
pealing the 15th Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United 
States. In view of the fact that 
7 he Times knows well enough that 
Senator Vardaman can do no such 
thing, and that there is absolutely 
no clanger of such a backward step 
being taken by this country, either 
some propaganda is paying the 
Times for the space thus wasted 
or it has a motive of its own, for 
the Times knows, if it knows any¬ 
thing, that the agitation of a single 
man may free a people, but no 
one man can enslave a people in 
a free country without the consent 
of all the people; which consent 
would simply mean the enslave¬ 
ment of themselves. If the Times 
is not being paid for the publication 
of such stuff (and it never does 
anything for nothing), it is either 
carrying out its well defined policy 
of creating a vicious public senti¬ 
ment against the Negroes by giving 
the free use of its columns to any 
one wishing to say something mean 
against them, or it is waving its 
long hidden bloody shirt in the 
hope of getting the Negro vote 
for some party or candidate for 
office without giving them (the 
Negroes) manly consideration. If 
the latter is what it is aiming at, it 
certainly underestimates the in¬ 
telligence of the Negroes, for they 
know, as well as does the Times , 
that there is no danger of the repeal 
of the 14th or loth Amendments, 
and that they have absolutely 
nothing to fear from Mr. Varda¬ 
nian's agitations against them, and 
that the white man's only hope 


of maintaining his own freedom 
in this country is to see to it that 
it is enjoyed by all other citizens 
regardless of race, color or previous 
conditions. 

Owing to the attitude of the 
Times regarding the Negroes, they 
will be very slow to support any 
man or party for office that has 
its support, until its policy touching 
them has been changed. 

No matter what party is in 
control at Washington, the Negro, 
no longer looks to the National 
capitol or the Republican Supreme 
Court for the enforcement of the 
laws touching their constitutional 
rights or redress for the wrongs 
suffered by them. 

The Negroes have made up 
their minds to fight the battle 
for their rights in the states in 
which they Jive. Having secured 
them in their local states, there 
will be nothing to fear from Wash¬ 
ington, and no reason for standing 
hat in hand at the back door of 
the Republican U. S. Supreme 
Court, to be driven away the mo¬ 
ment they make a plea for a just 
interpretation of the laws. The 
Negro, now, is no longer any 
party's political slave, and will 
vote locally, only for men who are 
willing to accord him the rights 
of citizens and will vote against 
any man or set of men who would 
deny them. This they will do, 
regardless of party. The man, re¬ 
gardless of his politics, who stands 
for equal and exact justice for all, 
regardless of race, color or pre¬ 
vious conditions, is not only a 
friend of his state, but of all its 
citizens. Such a man running for 
office will get the Negro vote re¬ 


gardless of what Mr. Vardaman 
has to say for or against the 14th 
and 15th Amendments. And if 
the Times is waving the bloody 
shirt, by publishing Mr. Varda¬ 
nian's attacks upon the Negroes, 
in the hope of frightening them 
into the support of men who want 
their vote, without according them 
manly consideration, it is playing 
another losing game. 

The day when the Negro vote 
could be gotten by merely waving, 
the bloody shirt, is passed. He 
has quit looking to Washington 
for anything, and will henceforth 
devote his energies to securing 
the full enjoyment of his rights 
in the states in which he lives. 
To secure this end, he will support 
for office only men who are willing 
to give him a square deal. The 
Times might as well pull down 
and hide once more, its old bloody 
shirt. 


WHITE CHRISTIANS THE CHIEF 
PROMOTERS OF PREJU¬ 
DICE AGAINST NE¬ 
GROES 


Just now the colored Sunday- 
schools of this city are trying to 
solve the problem of giving the 
children a beach outing and picnic 
where they will be safe from the in¬ 
fluence of the saloon. The only 
beach now open to the colored 
Sunday-schools is Playa del Rey, 
the worst hang-out for saloons and 
saloon bums in the country. Strange 
as it may seem, every beach dom¬ 
inated by the white church people 
absolutely refuses accomodations to 
the Negro Sunday-school children. 
The whites who run saloons and 
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that whole white aggregation which 
constitutes the sports and the 
underworld, never draw the color 
line. It is only the white Chris¬ 
tians who draw the color line, and 
close to the Negro all avenues pos¬ 
sible for mental and moral advance¬ 
ment. 

It was but a few years ago when 
the colored Sunday-schools were 
welcomely entertained at Long 
Beach and other pleasure resorts 
along the coast; but as soon as the 
beaches referred to became popular 
resorts for the white Christians the 
color line was immediately drawn. 
The refusal to entertain the colored 
Sunday-schools was not due to any 
mis-behavior on their part, their 
deportment being on a par with 
other beach visitors. The sad truth 
of the matter is, that the white 
Christians entertain a bitter pre¬ 
judice against Negroes and have no 
patience with them, regardless of 
the Negro’s religion or culture. 
The white sport will drink eat and 
gamble with the Negro sport till 
the two become Christians; after 
that he is unwilling to engage in 
any of the noble walks of life with 
the Negro as an associate. 

Long Beach boasts of more 
churches than any other place of its 
size in the county, and is the gather¬ 
ing place of so many different re¬ 
ligious organizations that prayers 
to heaven for mercy on the wicked 
constitute an almost unbroken wail. 
And yet, a refined Negro Christian 
finds it difficult to buy even a cup 
of coffee at that haven for the fol¬ 
lowers of the meek and lowly 
Nazarene. 

That’s why the Negroes are slow 
to take part with the white Chris¬ 
tians in their crusades against the 
saloons and accompanying vices. 
They have been so often the victim 
of bad faith on the part of white 
Christians that the Negroes view 
with suspicion any appeal made to 
them to aid in the suppression, of 
vice. 

Playa del Rey with its saloons, 
which lay no claim to religious vir¬ 
tues, draws no color line, and Negro 
Sunday-school children are not its 
only victims. 


THE UNION PICNIC 


The question of where to hold the 
Baptist Union picnic this summer is 
creating no end of trouble in the 
Union. Part of the committee, 
whose duty is is to select the place, 
want to carry the picnic back to 
Playa del Rey, despite the fact that 
the saloon element will not agree to 
close their places till after six 
o’clock. On the other hand, the 
other members of the committee 
refuse to give their consent unless 
the saloons are closed, knowing full 
well that the children will be ex¬ 
posed to insults from drunken 
rowdies, who will take advantage 
of the occasion to go where they are 
not wanted. The experience the 
picnicers had with this class last 
year has not been forgotten, neither 
has the criticism of this journal of 
the persons responsible. Those who 
want to take the picnic to Playa del 
Rey, despite of its open saloons and 
their vicious patrons, argue that it 
is the only place where they can 
take the Sunday-school and make 
money. The very thought of such 
a thing is not only disgraceful, but 
criminal. And the threat of the 
opposing members to withdraw 
from the Union rather than take 
the children to Playa del Rey is 
commendable to the highest degree. 
Under the circumstances it is the 
only course to pursue. 

Why not take these children to 
Seal Garden Park? This park, the 
only one of the kind owned and con¬ 
trolled by Negroes, contains every 
facility for picnic purposes. The 
round trip fare being only twenty 
cents, against thirty-five cents to 
Playa del Rey. If anybody should 
set the example of patronizing race 
institutions it ought to be the 
leaders of colored churches and 
Sunday-schools. At Seal Garden no 
whiskey is sold or allowed on the 
grounds. Drunken and disorderly 
persons never gain admission to the 
place. The leaders of our churches 
and Sunday-schools are supposed 
to be composed of our best and most 
intelligent people, and, as such, 
they should be the last to take our 
children where they should not go 
or are not wanted. 


The colored Elks have invested a 
large sum of money in Seal Garden 
in order to furnish our people with 
a play-ground where they can be 
free from insults. Unless they get 
their patronage the place will be 
closed, what then? Once closed it 
will not be reopened. 


ATTORNEY C. S. BARDIN'S 
ALUMNI ADDRESS SLIGHT¬ 
LY VERBOSE—AU¬ 
DIENCE TIRES 


If Attorney Dardin had confined 
himself to his subject—“The Se¬ 
lection of a Calling”—he might 
have aided some nondescript in 
making a selection. But he dis¬ 
cussed not how to make the selection 
but the kind and qualification of 
men for every calling in the category 
of work, from digging a post hole to 
the making of a philosopher. It 
was a wide field and required so 
many words to cover it that the 
audience thought the speaker ver¬ 
bose. Strictly speaking, he ran a 
verbal muck. 

Gives the Folks a Whack. 

He says: “It is not surprising to 
me that so many bright, active and 
intelligent young men and women 
are not qualifying themselves to 
take the places of their fathers and 
mothers in our schools, our churches 
and our business enterprises. It is 
the fault and error of the father and 
mother who permit their children to 
know and understand that they 
have no respect for the Negroes’ 
ability. For when their fathers and 
mothers get sick, they tell their 
children they do not want a Negro 
doctor to prescribe for them; they 
do not want Negro school teachers 
to teach their children; they do not 
want Negro mechanics to build 
their houses, and when we see them 
in court they are sitting by the side 
of white lawyers and, thus, actually 
contradicting all of their enthusiasm 
cheering, laudatory talk, by mean 
and censorious action, and at the 
same time they come to this cele¬ 
bration tonight, right here within 
these sacred walls to tell them how 
smart they are and how gratifying 
it is for them to know that they 
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have successfully, honorably and 
with distinction, completed their 
courses. Such people are the real 
stumbling blocks that get in the way 
and clog the wheels of progress; 
they are hypocritical and inconsis¬ 
tent in their professions.” 

In the paragraph quoted the at¬ 
torney is contradicted by contrary 
evidence. The Negro doctors are 
all busy and getting rich faster 
than any other class among us. 
All of them own elegant homes and 
fine automobiles. 

Negro carpenters too are all busy 
and are building fine homes not 
only for Negroes but other people 
as well. Some of the most elegant 
and attractive homes owned by 
Negroes in this city were erected by 
colored carpenters, they drawing 
their own plans. 

To call the noble self-sacrificing 
mothers and fathers, who labored 
day and night that those young 
people might get their diplomas, 
“stumbling blocks clogging the 
wheels of progress,” is, to our mind, 
putting it rather strong. To call a 
young man or woman “bright, 
acitve and intelligent,” who is too 
stupid to fit themselves to play to 
the part of a man or woman in 
this great busy age, is using those 
significant words scandalously. 

He didn’t overlook the Negro 
lawyers in his muck raking. Be¬ 
tween the lines it was easily seen 
that he was hammering some of 
our local Negro barristers. Besides 
enumerating some habits that 
doesn’t square with the Ten Com¬ 
mandments, he accuses them with 
“trying to get by,” by noise and 
verbosity. If all he says is true, 
he ought not blame the old Negroes 
for sitting in court with a white 
lawyer, for the fellow who tries to 
get an honest lawyer when going to 
court may not hold a diploma, but 
he is nobody’s fool. 


inspire with every means within 
your power those whom you have 
gathered here to salute and receive; 
if it is finance that is needed, you 
should honor their draft; if it is to 
teach in your schools that they 
desire, you should adapt your 
righteousness to circumstances and 
allow nothing to stand in the way; 
if it is to visit your sick chamber and 
to prescribe for your ailment, and 
the druggist is necessary to make 
up your compound, you should see 
to it that your prescription as well 
as the compound has the trade 
mark of Ethiopia on it.” 

Will some one enlighten us as to 
what the Attorney meant by his 
reference to our young people want¬ 
ing to teach? Does he mean for 
parents to get schools for those who 
wish to teach, whether competent 
or not? Our young ladies holding 
diplomas from the state Normal 
are already teaching in the city 
schools. What does he mean? 
Does he want them taken out of 
the public and put in Jim Crow 
schools? Would he lower the stan¬ 
dard of Negro teachers by opening 
Jim Crow schools? Doesn’t he 
know that Jim Crow schools mean 
inferior schools, inferior teachers 
and lower salaries? 

It is not surprising that the 
audience grew restless and forced 
Mr. Dardin to cut out much of his 
long speech. The people deserve 
commendation for their tolerance. 
The address was verbose, its his¬ 
torical data was incorrect. 

But why discuss further? To do 
so would be a prodigal use of our 
space. The Negro who advocates 
opening Jim Crow schools here is 
getting on dangerous ground.

Dr. S. N. Vass, of South Carolina, 
who dosed his Bible institute last 
Sunday night, did not greatly edify 
his hearers. His lectures on the 
scriptures, which were held at the 
Second Baptist Church, were large¬ 
ly attended by persons of all ages 
and sexes, and had a skeptic handled 
the scriptures as loosely and in 
language as lewd as did Dr. Vass he 
would have been invited out of 
town. He threw the story of the 
seven years’ famine in Egypt to the 
wind. He said there was no such 
famine, but merely a shrewd trick 
by which Joseph cornered the corn 
market and fleeced his neighbors. 
Telling the story of how God in¬ 
formed Abraham that the was to be 
the father of a man child, lie told 
how Abraham broke the good news 
to Sarah, and in telling of the con¬ 
versation between them regarding 
the part Sarah’s hand-maid was to 
play, he made use of such lewd in¬ 
sinuations that a theatre allowing 
such expressions upon the stage 
would have been closed by the 
police. He told the story in Negro 
dialect, punctuated with slang. He 
made Abraham say, “Come across, 
God,” in a conversation about the 
coming of Isaac. He flatly denys 
the story of God telling Abraham to 
offer Isaac as a sacrifice. He says 
that the whole thing was due to 
an attempt on the part of Abraham 
to outdo his heathen neighbors in 
sacraficial offerings. 

The net result of the Doctor’s 
lectures on the scriptures was to in¬ 
crease skepticism among those of 
his hearers so inclined, and a lessen¬ 
ing of reverence for holy things. 
There was also a lowering of the 
moral sensabilities of many inex¬ 
perienced persons who heard him. 
Dr. Vass is a well-informed man, 
and a ready, fluent talker, but his 
frequent use of slang and lewd 
insinuations utterly destroy the 
good points brought out in his 
lectures. 

The harmful effect of such lectures 
are far reaching. The inexperienced 
regard the frequent use of slang 
and lewd expressions, interspersed 


with wit and the exhibition of the 
ridiculous side of things by a public 
speaker, as an indication of smart¬ 
ness. Where such a speaker can 
draw and hold a crowd, a lecturer 
who comes with a message and de¬ 
livers it in chaste, dignified lan¬ 
guage is looked upon as a failure. 
People who tolerate such things 
mistake the lecture room for a place 
to hear smutty stories, witty sayings 
and have fun. 

Dr. Vass is evidently a good man 
and means well, but Ills language on 
the lecture platform (that is, the 
kind he used here) sadly needs 
overhauling. 


By his attempt to handle the 
Diggs-Caminetti case as it would 
be handled in Tennessee Attorney 
General McReynolds has gotten 
himself in hot water. Down in 
Tennessee no one ever thinks of en¬ 
forcing the law against white men 
of prominence. Laws are made to 
enforce against “po” whites and 
“niggers.” 

These gentlemen, both married, 
left their wives, took two high-school 
girls to Reno, Nevada, for immoral 
purposes. A crime against good 
morals that is without a parallel; 
and the order to postpone the trials 
has stirred the country. Jack 
Johnson occupied a birth with a 
white woman of the underworld; 
Diggs and Caminetti had two girls 
of the upper world.
